Get $300,000 


Armored Truck Driven Off 
While Guards Were in Store 


YOUNGSTOWN, Ohio (AP) - 


Hijackers escaped with $301,000 
In an armored truck Wednesday 
by driving it out of a parking lot 
crowded with people while the 
wo guards were in a depart- 
ment store. 


The truck was found within 30 


minutes abandoned about IVi 
miles away from the shopping 
area, in nearby Boardman, with 
$39,600 still inside. Police said 
;he hijackers switched the rest 
of the loot to a getaway car. 


Authorities said that someone 


evidently had a set of keys to 
open the truck doors that locked 
automatically 
when 
closed. 


There was no sign of forced en- 
try into the Kane Secret Service 
co. truck. 


'Truck Gone' 


The two guards, Steve Sulik, 


46, of Boardman, and James 
Lockhart, 45, of Youngstown, 
were in the Almart Department 
Store about "four or five min- 
utes," according to Boardman 
Police Chief Don Hawkins. 


"When 
they 
returned, 
the 


truck was gone." 


Several witnesses outside the 


store said a man in uniform gol 
into the truck and drove away. 
It was found abandoned in a 
wooded park area. 


"They were certainly familiar 


with the operation," said Haw- 


cins. "I would say it has every 
appearance of being an inside 
ob." 
The chief said the robbery, 
argest in the recollection of of- 
ficials in the Youngstown area, 
was pulled by "two or three 
men." 


Police said at least two keys 


were needed by the robbers- 
one to open the door on the driv- 
er's side and another for a side 
door to get the money. 


The Kane truck was carrying 


money on a bank transfer and 
also making pickups and deliv- 
eries at the Boardman Plaza 
Shopping Center on U.S. 224. 
five miles south of here. The 
truck then crossed the highway 
to the department store, which 
is in another smaller shopping 
area. 


Hawkins 
said 
the 
guards 


"loaded a three-wheel cart with 
coins to deliver to Almart's. 
They closed the automatic lock- 
ing doors on the truck. They 
went into the store for four or 
five minutes." 


Other witnesses later saw the 


truck, followed by a car, drive 
off the highway into Mill Creek 
Park. 


The FBI and Mahoning Coun- 


ty authorities went over the 
truck and a shotgun found in- 
side, looking for fingerprints 
and other clues.

A new challenge faces Calumet County 


historians. And. regretably. it conies after 
they had worked out what appeared to be 
the ideal solution. 


What the county historical society has 


been working to preserve is a complex of 
merchandising buildings in the tiny commu- 
nity of Forest Junction that have proven 
remarkably resistant to change. A photo- 
graph taken of the general store shortly 
after it was opened some 80 years ago by 
the late F. G. Haese could be mistaken for 
one taken today, were it not for the 
mustachioed patrons and workers in the 
earlier picture 


The store's interior is even more 


astounding with its original display cases 
and some merchandise that dates back to 
the turn of the century. The living quarters 
are filled with antiques. 


That the buildings have defied modern- 


ization is due. to a large degree, to the 
efforts of the late Robert Haese, son of the 
founder. The younger Haese, a well-known 
and highly respected community reporter 
for The Post-Crescent and the Green Bay 
Press-Gazette, took over the business after 
his father's death He was keenly interested 
in community history and in his own way, 
in his own store, he became a curator as 
well as an historian. Haese was killed in an 
auto accident in 1966.

Mrs. Patrkia Reynolds 


Behind most of the successful public 


men we have known have stood loyal and 
patient and self-sacrificing wives. Such a 
woman was Mrs. Patricia Reynolds, wife of 
US. Judge John Reynolds of Milwaukee, 
whose untimely death recently saddened 
hundreds of those who had known her 
during a short but satisfying life, including 
many who were defined as opponents and 
rivals of her husband and the political 
causes he represented during his active 
political years. 


Doubtless the thousands of Wisconsin 


citizens who observed her during her 
husband's busy and successful political 
career did not know that she had suffered 
since early childhood with a cruel malady 
which finally brought her death at the age 
of 43 years. 


For one of the most enduring charms of 


the former First Lady of Wisconsin who 
called Green Bay her home for many years 
was her wholesome and witty cheerfulness, 
and her dovotion to her husband and three 
children. Like 
many other politicians' 


wives, she surely found the grind of 
political campaigns enervating. Like other 
wives of prominent men, she no doubt 
found the demands for public exposure of 
herself and her family sometimes weary- 
ing. But she possessed the happy faculty of 
seeing her life in its true perspective. 
Public office was the goal of her husband, 
and if in a tightly competitive political

Rumania and the Soviet Union 


Rumania is a Communist country. But 


its ties to the Soviet Union are being con- 
siderably strained 


This month Russian and Rumanian 


officials held several days of intensive talks 
supposed to lead up to a renewal of their 
friendship treaty. But decisions were put 
off to a vague meeting to be held in 
Bucharest in 1968. And Rumania's presi- 
dent Nicolae Ceasescu shows no sign of 
buckling under to Russian demands for a 
closer following of Russia's own policies. 


Rumania, for instance, maintains good 


trade relations with Israel despite the 
Soviet Union's backing of the Arab states in 
the war last June and the Russian blasts at 
Israel ever since. Rumania also has estab- 
lished diplomatic and trade relations with 


the Bonn government of West Germany. In 
retaliation, the Soviet Union has been 
slowing down iron ore deliveries to Ru- 
manian steel plants but so far this has 
brought only criticism from the Ruma- 
nians. One publication suggests that the 
independence shown by President Ceasescu 
has prohpblv bolsterprl his image and won 
the party some support among the people 


Nationalism is one of the facts of life 


among the Eastern European countries and 
to some extent at least it takes precedence 
over loyalties to other Communist nations. 
Undoubtedly the Soviet Union will continue 
to try to woo rather than demand coopera- 
tion unless local Communist parties are 
actually in danger of being overthrown by 
force.

overtime hours. 


The reorganization act would 


have set up a kind of legisla- 
tive business 
manager, re- 


sponsible for the various auxil- 
iary services and the legisla- 
tive machinery itself. It would 
also have clarified and ex- 
panded in effect the functions 
of 
the 
state 
auditor. This 


office was transferred to the 
jurisdiction of the Legislature 
two years ago but his work 
has not visibly changed since 
he was an independent execu- 
tive department officer during 
the previous quarter of a 
century. The evident intention 
of the authors of the reorgani- 
zation was to make of him an 
adviser, a kind of political 
philosopher, and to entrust to 
him the purely mechanical 
chore of ascertaining that the 
state's appropriations were be- 
ing spent for the purposes 
intended.

If that constitutional amend- 


ment is adopted, it will permit 
the Legislature to adjust its 
calendar according to its own 
desire, although the unstated 
purpose of the amendment is 
to legalize annual sessions. No 
one who has watched the 
Legislature at close range in 
recent times and who has a 
decent regard for the impor- 
tance of careful lawmaking is 
likely to oppose the idea. 


When the dust settles, the 


judgment on the 1967 legisla- 
tive performance is that it was 
equal in performance to most 
of the past, better than some. 
Yet it often gave the appear- 
ance of utter confusion. The 
bob-tail sessions tend to be- 
come unfortunate messes, with 
an enormous risk of accidental 
error, not to mention selfish 
manipulation. 


With annual sessions of up 


to six months each year, the 
business of lawmaking can be 
restored to the orderly rules of 
earlier 
times. 
The frenetic

weeks, such as recently en- 
dured, will no longer be defen- 
sible or tolerable.

$39,600 still inside. Police said 
the hijackers switched the rest 
of the loot to a getaway car.
